Ills threat was revealed today by 
officers who accompanied him to the 
prison yesterday after he had been 
held without bail for the action of the 
Revived 1 Coroner. He was said to have made

with confirmation of the report that 
Mrs. Marshal would not aid in his de­ 
fense or have anything further to do 
with him. 
“That’s the last straw,” Marshal 
told the detectives. “What's the use? 
I will be frank enough to tell you 
that I will end my life at the first op­ 
portunity,” 
Orders were sent at once to place 
a special guard over the prisoner. 
Described by the police as the most 
amaaing criminal in the history of 
Pennsylvania, Marshal today was a

THREE AGENCIES COULD BENEFIT BY 
PUBLICITY OF FIRE INSURANCE FIRMS 
In the current issue of Editor and Publisher, devoted 
to the newspaper trade interests, there is crammed into 
one small editorial a suggestion which, if carried into ef­ 
fect, would benefit greatly three agencies, the newspapers, 
the insurance companies and the public. 
The editor!*!, 
which is based upon one which appeared lately in the 
Dalla* Dispatch, raises the question why fire insurance 
companies have not seised the opportunity presented them 
to make publicity a weapon with which to increase their 
own business and*to enlarge their scope of service to the 
insuring public. 
“The buyer (of fire insurance),” the editorial points 
out, “usually calls on some acquaintance for the name of 
an agent and blindly accepts what the agent proposes.” 
It is true that the insurance buyer too rarely inquires inte 
the reliability of the company, taking it for granted that 
the company is liable, otherwise the agent would not 
handle it* business, nor would the laws permit the com­ 
pany to issue protection. In most instances the purchaser 
is safe in these conclusions, but there is another feature, 
also usually overlooked, which is of vital interest to the 
purchaser of insurance, that is the policy of the company 
in dealing with the public. 
Some companies are said to be more liberal in set­ 
tlement than others. 
Some are declared to fight claims 
when possible. 
Some make it a rule 
to 
settle 
every 
claim, if possible, without litigation or undue delay. 
Of 
course it would be to the advantage of an insuror to pur­ 
chase a policy from a company falling into the latter 
class, but how is the purchaser of insurance to know a 
company is a “liberal” company and one desirable to do 
business with, unless the puréhaser has a claim, in which 
event it would be too late, or unless the companies and 
their agents educate the purchaser, through publicity, to 
the advantages of their settlements. 
Truly, as Editor and Publisher points out, t\»s is an 
‘advertising opportunity” worthy of consideration.
